A sheaf of blue prints, giving in de-1 
tail the construction of the proposed 
plant, funds for which will come from 
the sale of an issue of $55,000 worth t 
of municipal bonds, authorized at the

of specifications to be followed by, 
persons bidding for the construction j 
contract. 
Authorization to take the plans and j 
specifications of the sewage treatm ent 
plant to the sanitary w ater hoard for

nearer the time when actual building 
operations can be started.
